447.744 votes for 
Nguyen Van Thieu as president 
and Nguyen Cao Ky as vice- 
president 
The leader among 10 civilian 
candidates, Tran Van Huong, 
and 
his 
running 
mate 
had 
204.017 votes. 
Truong Dinh Dzu, an outspo­ 
k en 
lawyer, 
made 
a 
strong 
showing with 117.371 while Phan 
Khac Suu. chairman of the Con­ 
stituent Assembly, was fourth 
with 67.782. 
Most of President Johnson’s 
22 observers, as well as watch­ 
ers from other countries, con­ 
cluded that the election was 
about as fair as possible under 
the wartime conditions prevail­ 
ing. The road to democracy was 
paved with Communist terror­ 
ism that Killed more than 200 
persons in the last week , but by 
official account four out of five 
voters cast ballots for president, 
vice president and the Senate. 
An election for the House of 
Representatives is to be held 
nex t month, completing the gov­ 
ernment which is to rule for 
four years. 
This 
first 
free 
presidential 
election was held under a con­ 
stitution drafted by a constitu­ 
ent assembly elected last Sep­ 
tember. Communist and “ neu­ 
tralist” candidates were barred, 
so the Viet Cong had little voice 
in the election ex cept that of ef­ 
forts to negate it. 
Thieu, 44, is a lieutenant gen­ 
eral and has been chief of state 
the last two years in a govern­ 
ment set up by the military 
forces. Ky, 36, commands the 
air

and

more 
powerful post in the military 
government. The new president 
will appoint a premier. 
As he showed up to cast his 
ballot at Saigon's City Hall, 
Thieu repeated his campaign 
promise to send a message to 
North 
Vietnam 
suggesting 
peace talk s to end the war. 
“ If they reply with good will 
and ask another gesture of good 
will, I will call for a one-week 
pause in the bombing of the 
north,” Thieu said. 
Ask ed if he thought Hanoi 
would 
respond.

said: 
“ I’m not sure. I believe that this 
election is part of our plan to 
win the war. I believe we have 
to be strong militarily and polit­ 
ically after the election.”

pick ed up momentum as the 
month-long campaign neared an 
end, surged right into election 
day with grenade attack s and 
k idnapings. These succeeded in 
halting the balloting only in 
three of the 8.824 polling places. 
One of the biggest turnouts 
was in the 1st Corps area—the 
northernmost part of the coun­ 
try—where the heaviest fighting 
of the war has occurred. Offi­ 
cials in Da Nang said the 1st 
Corps area had an 87 per cent 
voter turnout, far above what 
had beer, hoped for. There were 
640.9 81 voters registered in the 
area, which is composed of five 
provinces. Officials reported an 
83 per cent turnout for the en­ 
tire country.

The difference between the now-traditi'nal 
j observance of Labor Day and the conduct of 
that first La hot Day in New York Sept. 5, 1882, 
! apeaks well for the labor movement. 
That first labor holiday 8 5 y ears ago was a 
militant demonstration, a demand for rights 
and recognition. 
' Today quiet family holiday s have become the 
accepted form of celebration. 


THERE IS NO deny ing the improvements ac­ 
quired by labor for the working man an dthe 
accompany ing benefits to national economy in 
the last eight decades. The record is there for 
every one to see. 
But unnecessary strikes and ex orbitant de­ 
mands from unions have alienated much of the 
public in recent y ears. This has led to a grow­ 
ing belief that labor should be more strictly 
conrolled — and not all the agitation has come 
from outside labor, either. 
What has f stered this opinion against labor 
when the normal public reaction is against gov­ 
ernment intervention into any areas of the free 
enterprise sy stem? 
Mainly it !g because of the irresponsibility of 
some unions. Demands in many contract talks 
have reached ridiculous p r portions. Preposter­ 
ous requests are not healthy for the working 
man or the country . 
Unionism’s first responsibility is to the work­ 
ing man but any gair* that add to inflation 


prblem s or affect the economy in any adverse 
manner that will jeopardize jobs cannot be 
construed as in the interest of the worker. 
Contract requirements should seek to better 
wages and working conditions realistically with 
an ey e on the welfare of both the working man 
and the nation. 
, 
Labor is one of the prime factors in the eco­ 
nomic cy cle and unionization has made it a 
powerful force. The use of that power deter­ 
mines whether the end result will oe good or 
had. 
reflecting on this Labor Day 1967 we cannot 
help but recognize the gravity surrounding la­ 
bor and unionism today . 
The auto industry is facng a massive strike 
which was predicted prior to announcement of 
company contract offers. 


IT IIAS BEEN accepted through the y ears 
that uni ns ask more than management is will­ 
ing to give so there is room for negotiation. 
But when strikes are called to pry out bene­ 
fits that are unreasonable, collective bargaining 
is being abused. 
That is why there is a groundswell for unlx i 
control in a country that prides itself on free­ 
dom. 
'Hiere is a simp’e way for labor to regain 
former confidence earned through y ears of 
championing the cause of the worker: prudent 
and just in bargaining. 


Civilian Sp ace Pro g ram L imited 


It is ironic but tre that the previous high 
rate of success of the American space program 
is one of the reas ns the National Aeronautics 
and 
Space Administration is having trou­ 
ble lining up finances for the civilian program. 
Americans came to accept contined spectacu­ 
lar space feats as routine. 
In the beginning when full government re­ 
sources were turned toward pushing the space 
program as a race with te S:viet Union, there 
was a clamor throughout the nation for action 
right now. 
The glamorous space program moved swiftly 
ahead on this surge cf public support and al­ 
most unlimited federal funds. 
As the months passed, the United States dis­ 
tinguished itself in pioneer space projects and 
came abreast of the Soviet program. 
Time after time, miraculous achievements 
were chalked up by U.S. astronauts and un­ 


manned space vehicles. Then the edge wore 
off. It was no 1 nger of prime importance to 
catch Russia — that had been done. American 
success became routine 
Then the Apollo fire last January with the 
loss of three astronauts sapped some of the 
public confidence in the space agency . 
Another g'aring reason space fund requests 
are falling on deaf congressional ears is the 
general feeling that problems closer to home 
rate financial attention priority — things like 
the crisis in U.S. cities and the Vietnam war. 
The civilian space program will continue to 
be allocated en:ugh money to keep it moving 
but it won’t be at a very fast pace. 
Rep. Joseph E. Karth, chairman of the House 
Subcommittee on Space Science and Applica­ 
tions, recently said the nation “ will eventually 
undertake manned exploration of the planets— 
but it will not be during the 1970s.” 


L o n g Dry Sp ell T each es Lesson 


The long drought In the northeast section of 
the United States is over. The U.S. Geological 
Survey has made it official. 
For a time — about five y ears, in fact — it 
looked as if Mother Nature was preparing this 
most densely populated region of the country 
for a permanent climatic change. 
Now, ex cept for a few isolated and localized 
pockets, the hy drologists report that reservoirs, 
streams and ground water levels, in the North­ 
east have returned to normal, pre-1961 condi­ 
tions. 
The drought was not without its “redeeming 
virtues,” say s survey engineer Henry C. Barks­ 
dale. 
It 
taught 
many 
hy drologic 
lessons, 
spurred co-'peration among federal, state and 
local authorities, resulted in better inventories 
of surface and ground water supplies and trig­ 
gered actions or plans aimed at improvement 
of the development and management of water 
resources. 


Net least, it brought about an awareness that 
water-supply problems are not necessarily just 
“ water problems.” Rather, they are frequently 
“people problems,” requiring the assistance of 
phy sical and social scientists, engineers, admin­ 
istrators and every citizen. 
But water crises such as the northeast went 
through are never really solved, Barksdale 
points out. 
The factors that caused the drought could oc­ 
cur again, and despite a healthy supply of wa­ 
ter in many areas, it is barely adequate insur­ 
ance against a repetition of conditions that pre­ 
vailed over the past few y ears. 
Tlie 1961-66 northeast drought was a test for 
all who have water resource responsibilities. 
Much was learned from the ex perience, but 
we wculd be seriously remiss, he warns, if we 
failed to recognize the need for continued vigi­ 
lance. for further studies and planning to mini­ 
mize the probability of future water shortages. 
That goes for most other secticns of this 
growing, ever-more-water-hungry nation. 
Politic a l Sc rutiny Unde r Wa y 


Traditionally , the academic community In 
America has found the U.S. Congress a fine 
subject for critical and minute examination. 
Congressional procedures, the behavior of in­ 
dividual members :f the House and Senate, 
workload, voting patterns, effectiveness in de­ 
aling with issues, relations with the Executive 
Branch and the Judiciary , and lobby activity 
have all been worked over with skill, some elu­ 
cidation and much scholarly obfuscation. The 
temptation in some political science circles to 
reduce the activities of Congressmen to mathe­ 
matical formulae has rarely been resisted. 
The subject remains fascinating to scholars, 
and the pattern of study will not be changed at

session. Some 3,000 university teachers and pol­ 
itical practioners are attending. 
The influence on government and specifically 
on Congressional behavior ex erted by political 
scientists is difficult to measure. Jt certainly has 
been c'nstructive in some instances. Careful 
study , promoted by the APSA, laid the ground­ 
work and aided the efforts of Congress when It 
passed the LaFollette-Monroney Legislative Re­ 
organization Act of 1946, a vigrous, long- 
needed modernization of the Congressional com­ 
mittee sy stem coupled with other reforms. 
Not so well timed was a more recent academic 
effort to stimulate Congressional reform. With 
considerable fenfare, the APSA announced in 
February of 1964 a two-y ear, $230,000 study un­ 
der its auspices, to be financed by a Carnegie 
Corporation grant. It was to be the “most com­ 
prehensive 
studv of Congress since 
1946.” 
Three and a half y ears later the APSA say s 
the studv has produced one book, with about 15 
more to come. 
Meanwhile Congress itself, 
through Its Joint Committee on the Organiza­ 
tion of Congress, last y ear came up with 
a 
rather pallid series of proposed reforms. The 
Senate passed a reorganization bill March 7. It 
presently is stalled in the House Rules Commit­ 
tee, facing an uncertain fate. 
Besides reform of the machinery of Congress, 
there is plenty of interest in such challenging 
subjects as the shifting balance of power be­ 
tween Legislative and Executive branches. The 
role of Congress in foreign policy and war 
making, for ex ample, is of paramount concern. 
Sen. J. W. ulbright, D-Ark. and his colleagues 
on the Foreign Relations Committee are under­ 
taking what one commentator called a “futile 
quest” in their attempt to strengthen the role 
cf Congress in making national commitments in 
foreign affairs. 
But the National Committee for an Effective 
Congress thinks “the Senate is emerging as a 
counterforce and challenger” to President John­ 
son. “What is developing,” say s NCEC, “is a 
clash between a rising Senate and the personal­ 
ity of Ly nd n Johnson. And when a man col­ 
lides with an institution, it is not often the in­ 
stitution which buckles.” 
• 
In his question alone, there’s grist for schol­ 
arly debate for many y ears to come. 
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In earlier Labor Day s, w rkingmen paraded 
the streets of big cities cry ing out in protest 
and demanding new rights, new laws and pro­ 
tection of the government. 
As labor's strength and in­ 
fluence on the political, indus­ 
trial and financial fronts in­ 
creased, 
the demonstrations 
and parades disappeared. To­ 
day the original motivations 
for the creation of a labor 
holiday are notable mostly in 
the archives. 
Organized lebor, n:w well- 
to-do, heads for the beaches 
over long weekends. But what 
of the still disadvantaged? What of the new 
proletariat? What is being .done for these 
“masses” of today , many cf whom are not at 
work? 
On this holiday created to honor American la­ 
bor almost three-quarters of a century ago, 
Secretary of Labor Willard Wirtz answers 
some of these questions. Here is his re- 
pert, beginning with his talk with President 
Johnson: 
WASHINGTON — One night at the White 
House several months ago, President Johnson 
pointed out what he saw as basic flaws in the 
nation’s manpower development programs. 
He ncted that: We were “scattering” our 
fire; failing to focus on areas where unemploy ­ 
ment is concentrated. Why can’t y ou concen­ 
trate y our programs more in particular areas 
he asked. 
We were taking the easy cases instead of the 
hard ones. How hard, are y cu working to get at 
those problems which are most serious? he 
asked. 
Out of those comments — and subsequent 
talks — has emerged a dramatic new approach 
to the nation’s manpower prblem s. 
It is 
called, simply , a concentrated employ ment pro­ 
gram. 


THIS PROGRAM IS concentrated entirely on 
those cases which present the greatest difficul­ 
ty in terms of empLy ment of the individuals 
who remain unemploy ed in this time of record 
prosperity . 
By midsummer, programs to add approx i­ 
mately 61,000 unemploy ed and underemploy ed 
persons in 19 cities and two rural ¿» reas were 
under way . They will get whatever help is re­ 
quired to get jobs. 
And before we’re through, we’ll try to pin­ 
point every concentrated unemploy ment area in 
the country and bring it into this program. 
The persons this strategic new effort seeks to 
reach need, in the words cf President Johnson, 
“hope, not handouts. They want — and deserve 
— work and training, not welfare." 
These programs are aimed at those people 
who have come to be called the hard-core un­ 
employ ed or disadvantaged. 1 hate those terms 
but I don’t know what the right word is. There 
isn’t one word. 
We’re talking about those people who can’t 
move right now into any kind of permanent 
employ ment because they need some brushing 
up — in attitudes, in skills, in understanding. 
Some of it is basic. 
It might be somebody with a police or gar­ 
nishment record: it might be somebody lacking 
any skill; it might be a woman who can’t take 
a job unless some provision is made for a cou­ 
ple of children. 
I am referring to those problems of unem­ 
ploy ment which we ought to recognize are per­ 
sonal as well as economic. 
The approach involves no new programming. 
Rather, it involves a very significant factor of 
concentrating the older programming to solve 
the hardest cases. 
It is an extension of other vital manpower 
activities, such as those under the Manpower 
Development and Training Act and the Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity Act. 
The Department of Labor will direct and 
coordinate the programs and will work, in most 
cases, through and with the community action 
agencies in a particular target area. 


IN EVERY INSTANCE, there will be the 


closest possible ccoperation between federal 
state and local governmental agencies and pri­ 
vate organizations to marshal their resources to 
meet the problems. 


Programs in the various cities and rural 
areas will fit into this general pattern: 
There will be an intensive 
effrt made to 
reach out and find those people in the specified 
areas who are most in need of training or 
work. They will be brought in for what, in 
most cases, will be a two-week general orienta- 
tkn program. 


During those two weeks, we will work with 
them on an individual basis. We will add to our 
staffs in the Employ ment Service and in the 
community action agencies special persons — 
counselors or coaches — who will work with 
to 
enrollees each. 
These counselors or coaches will work with a 
person in the sense of taking him or her 
through the two-week course and then try ing to 
route the person into one of the following “ac­ 
tion” phases of the program: to direct employ ­ 
ment; into whatever training program best fits 
that individual; to school, if that seems ap­ 
propriate; or a combination of the three. 


IN ANOTHER P A rt of the program, we will 
be working with local employ er and la irr union 
groups — much more closely than in the past 
— to line up specific job opportunities which 
have been previously closed to the kind cf peo­ 
ple we seek to help. 


Employ ers will be asked to take a chance 
and to help in the training that may be re­ 
quired. Specifically , if there is somebody with a 
prison record, we will be asking employ ers to 
take into consideration the possibility of wha­ 
tever rehabilitation will be necessary and wha­ 
tever advantage might come from our offering 
to work with the employ er and the individual 
on a very personal basis. 
Coaches or counselcrs will follow an enrollee 
right into a job. After a person takes a job, his 
coach will provide whatever assistance Is neces­ 
sary to make the person totally self-sufficient 
in employ ment. 
And throughout the program, enrollees will 
receive whatever supportive services are re­ 
quired to allow them to move toward produc­ 
tive employ ment. Where necessary , this support 
will include medical and dental care, legal 
help, day -care facilities for children of working 
mothers and transpcrtation assistance. 
The heart of this nationwide effort is prepar­ 
ation 
Our goal in America, as President Johnscn 
has so aptly said, "is to offer to every citizen 
one of the greatest blessings: a sure sense of 
his own usefulness.” 


Stra te gis ts ' 
Ha nds Tie d 


Civilian makers of military policy have de­ 
prived American forces of victory in Vietnam 


just as they did during the Korean War 16 
y ears ago when the Joint Chiefs of Staff unani­ 
mously recommended the bombing of Red Chi 


na’s supply lines north of the Yalu River, only 
to be overruled. 
This analy sis is emerging from the hearings 
by the subcommittee of the Armed Services 
Committee of the Senate. While limited objec 
tives have been chosen in the Vietnam war op 
erations, limited methods of achieving those ob 
jectives have been imposed. The military c m 
manders again have had their hands tied. Cu 
mulative losses, it is estimated, have turned 
out to be larger than might have been the case 


if intensified attacks on all targets in North 
Vietnam had been allowed a y ear or more ago 
Basically the trouble is the inadequacy of the 
liaison between all cf the members of the Join! 
Chiefs of Staff and the President of the United 
States, who, under the Constitution, is given 
responsibility as Commander-In-Chief of the 
armed forces. There’s no provision In the C n 
stitution which permits the President to dele­ 
gate to any cabinet secretary or to any other 
civilian official the power to make military de 
cisicns. 
For many y ears past, during a war, presi­ 
dents have had their military chieftains clos° 
at hand and have consulted with them almost 
every day . This is not true now. The present 
members of the joint chiefs, either as a group 
or individually , have rarely seen Presiden' 
Johnson alone in private conference. 
The argument is made in rebuttal that any o' 
the service chiefs of staff may see the Presi 
dent whenever they wish. But this means the 
must take the initiative. They usually feel com 
pelled, moreover, to notify the secretary of de 
fense. While, strictly speaking, they can seek 
conferences with the President, they are no’ 
likely to do so. Ex perience shows that, when 
the chief of any armed service goes over the 
head of the secretary of defense, there is a 
risk of provoking resentment. 
When a president himself sends for members 
of the joint chiefs of staff and asks them pri 
vately for advice, they feel free to speak out 
without fear of incurring the disavor of a cabi­ 
net secretary . This is the only practical wa> 
there can be a really intimate presentation of 
the military point of view to the Commander 
In-Chief. 
Theoretically , the secretary cf defense should 
be promoting the military viewpoint in the ci­ 
vilian councils of the government. If there are 
considerations of international policy to be tak 
en into account, the secretary of state could 
explain them. Secretary of Defense McNamara 
has made many of the principal recommenda­ 
tions on Vietnam war policy as well as on oth 
er military questions affecting national security 
in all parts of the world. Thus, policy has been 
formulated by the secretary of defense on the 
TFX 
bomber-fighter plane, 
nuclear-powered 
carriers, the anti-ballistic missile sy stem, and 
other military problems on which differences or 
opinion have arisen. 
In any bombing campaigns during previ u 
wars, the toughest targets have been hit at the 
outset for shock value and for political and eco­ 
nomic as well as military effect. Mr. McNa* 
mara, it is said, persuaded the President to d> 
It the other way in Vietnam — to start with 
the smallest targets first so as not to punish 
the enemy unduly . The result has been an in 
creasingly high cost in human lives. The United 
States also has lost 664 planes in Vietnam, and 
it wasn’t until after 500 had been destroy ed 
that the Air Force was authorized to attack the 
missile bases which the Soviets had installed in 
N:rth Vietnam. 


So the story of the Vietnam war is a record 
of pleas by the service chiefs for permission to 
do intensive bombing, which was first refused 
and then later granted - but only after ex peri­ 
ence had demonstrated that the military men 
were right at the outset. 


The targets still net being bombed, moreover 
are important ones, including the Port of Hai 
phong. The military chiefs have been urging 
this, but evidently they are not being invited to 
sit alone with the President and give him their 
advice based on long y ears of study and train 
ing in military strategy and tactics.
